LIGHTNING HAS 
A HOLIDAY 

Last Thursday, Wilmington, in 
common with ail other nearby 
towns was visited’ by a violent 
thunderstorm, with very heavy rain 


‘for a brief period of time. 


Mrs. William Irwin of Glendale 
circle was at work in her home, 
when the chimney was struck by 
lightning.

ACCIDENT IN 
HARRIMAN’'S TANNERY 

Robert Fleming of Highland av- 
enue, North Wilmington was  ser- 
jously injured in an accident at 
Harriman’s Tannery on July 18, 

Fleming, working under the di- 
rection of the management, was 
preparing an experimental mixture 
which was being prepared in an 
effort to rid the tannery of some ot 
its offensive odors. . 

‘The preparation, a combination of 
calcium and chloriné, with about 
70 per cent chlorine, had been in 
use in the Atlantic Gelatine plant, 
in East Woburn, for some time, 
and had been quite effective in 


lridding that plant of odors. 


_Harriman had been using Sylpho- 
Naptliol solution in an effort to rid 
the tannery of the hydrogen-sul- 
phide odors. 

It was decided to buy a barrell of 
this new preparation, and Fleming 
was directed to mix the first batch. 
He carefully measured out 10 pounds 
of the white powder, and dropped 
it into his mixing barrel, which ap- 
parently still contained some of the 
Sylpho-Napthol, There was a flare- 
up and flames shot into the air for 
a height of 10 feet, burning Flem- 
ling about the face and eyes. 

He was rushed to Lowell, and 
placed undem the care of Dr. Le 
an eye specialist of that city. 
has since returned home, and it is 
hoped there will be no permanent 
injury.

NEW RESUSCITATOR 
CREDITED WITH 
SAVING MANY LIVES 


The Fire Department purchased 
an Emerson Resuscitator in late 
1950, which is attached to the Mack 
Truck. This apparatus with the close 
co-operation of the Police and Fire 
Departments has been credited with 
saving several lives, the most re- 
cent being that of Ludwik Leskow- 
icz of John street, Who was rushed 
to St. John's Hospital suffering from 
@ severe attack of asthma just a 
short while ago. Mr. Leskowicz has 
given public thanks to the Police 
and Fire Departments for their 
parts in saving his life. 

The resuscitator may be used for 
resuscitation and as an inhalator. 
Tanks of oxygen may be added or 
switched while in operation without 
interfering with the protection of 
the patient. 

This apparatus is equipped with 
adaptors which make it possible to 
use it on as many as three persons 
at one time with extension hoses 
that can bring full protection, to 
victims in holes, tanks, etc., as far 
away as four hundred feet. 

The resuscitator may be used for 
the following victims: of accidents 
and attacks; drowning, electric 
shock, gas asphyxiation, suffocation, 
pneumonia, asthma, etc. 

The Fire Department is, proud to 
have such modern equipment avail- 
able for saving lives and is grateful 
to the voters of Wilmington for 
making the purchase possible.
